“HE Commissioners and Trustees for Fisheries, Manufac- 
tures, and improvements in Scotland, think it proper to

country where it grew; all such seed, or the price thereof, is 
liable by the law to be fortcited, besides that theproprietor, or 
vender, is also liable ina penalty, not exceeding three pounds 
per hoyshead. ; 

It will also be observed, that the law enacts, that every per- 
son who shall sell and deliver to amy buyer 10 pecks, or any 
larger quantity of Lintseed, without delivering along with it 
a certificate, subscribed by him, the seller expressing “ the 
‘* quantity and price of the seed, and pesticiienly the port 
** from whence the same was imported, the name of the coun- 
“ try where it grew, and the year of its growth;” such per- 
son is liable, for this omission alone, to forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding Five Pounds, nor less than Fifty Shillings Sterling, for 
every hogshead of such Seed, and so proportionably for. aj less 
quantity. ‘The intention of voquiring 8 certificate in these terms 
tobe delivered is, that if the seller should have been guilty of a 
fraud, (such as selling seed of a different growth or age from 
what is expressed in the certificate) he may thereby be the 
more easily convicted. No buyer, therefore, should accept of 
Lintseed without receiving a certificate in the aforesaid terms, 
subscribed by the seller. 

The trustees also consider it to be proper to acquaint the 
bayers of Lintseed, that the only Foreign Seed which, from 
experience, can be recommended for sowing in this count 
is the Dutch, Riga, and the Philadelphia Seed, and that whi 
is produced northward of Philadelphia. 


And whereas it has een found that bad Lintseed, imported 
for crushing into oil, has often, nevertheless, been sold as sow- 
ing feed, to the very great prejudice of the public, as well as of the 
flax-grower, who thus lofes the feed, his labour, his rent, and his 
crop; it thus becomes necessary, either strictly to enforce the 
law, which prohibits the importation of all bad Lintseed, for 
whatever purpose intended; or, to subject the importation of 
seed intended for crushiug, to such a regulation as may guard 
the public against the fraud before stated-~Therefore the Trus- 
tees aforesaid, require, that every Importer of Lintseed for 
crushing, shall, as in the case of sowing seed receiving damage 
at sea, ImmMepIaTeLy on landing the same, give notice i 
writing, to their Secretary, of the precise quantity, accompa- 
nied by an offer of a sufficient cautioner, who is without delay 
to grant a bond along with him, obliging themselves that the 
sced shall be applicd’to thet purpose only, and that they shall 
within a limited time praduce sati ry docifinents to shew 
that it has been so applied, under a penalty of 51. per hogshead. 
—And it any seed of this description is found by any of the 
Trustees’ olan, without security having previougy been 
found or offered as above, the seed shall be seized, and such 
offer though then made, will not be at all regarded, but the 
officer shall sue in the proper Court for forfeixare of the seed,

The French have invpofed very heavy contribytion’ 
on.the diftri&s which they occupy in Swabia, and ha- 
ving no magazines collected, they have no other re- 
fource for the maintenance of their army, the peafants 
are confcquently crowding in numbers to join the Arch- 
duke. 

The following important intelligence is contained in 
the Gazette de France of this day : 

STRASBURGH, MARCH 26, 
We have this day received fome details of the battl 
which was fotght on the 21ft and the 22d of thi 
month, between the army of the Danube and that of 
Prince Charles. ‘The conteft was maintained with 
great perfeverance on both fides, and the lofs was 
very great. Our army, which was much inferior to 
that of the Auftrians, has loft fome ground. It re- 
treated from Sulgau-and Aulendorff to Pfullendorff and 
Mefkirch ; and on the 22d the head-quarters were 
transferred to Stockach, and afterwards to Engen. The 
centre of the army took a new pofition between that 
town and Stockach, and encamped in the environs of 
Aach. The left wing; which has equally loft ground, 
was pofted between Sigmaringen and ‘I'ytlingen. The 
body commanded by General Vandam, which. was 
to advance to the left bank of the Danube, drew 
near to that river on the 22d, and effected a junction 
with the divifion of General St Cyr. : 

Prince Charles advanced as far as Hohen-Thenger, 
but he was attacked on the 23d by the troops under the 
command of General St Cyr. The cavalry, com- 
manded by General, Hautpoult, diftinguifhed itfelf in 
a very brilliant manzer in this engagement, and fuc- 
ceeded, after a very fharp.aétion, in. repulfing the Au- 
ftrians, and enabling the army again to march forward. 
It is even added, that the. head-quarters were on the 
24th to be again transferred to Stockach, and that the 
Military Admini(trations ‘eftablifhed at Fribourg, in 
Brifgaw, received ordeis to follow the army. 

General Fering, on his part, engaged the left wihg 
of the Aultrians on the 21{t and 22d, on,the Lake of 
of Conftance, between Uberlingen and Moerfpomy, and 
completely routed it. He advanced with his divifion 
and that of General Sounam, which form the right wing 
of the army of the Danube, as far as Bregents, The 
communication: between Jourdan and Maflena has not 
been interrupted. 

Three demi-brigades arrived here yefterday and to- 
day ; they are to pafs the Rhine to-morrow with all our 
garrifon, in order.to march to the Kniebis, and thence 
to join Jourdan’s army. Eight thoufand men more are 
expected to arrive in two or three days, and will then 
proceed on the fame object. ‘Troops are marching on 
all fides both from the interior and from the army of 
Bernadotte, to reinforce the army of the Danube. It 
is confidently expected that our gallant defenders will 
completely defeat the enemy, and make themfelves 
matters of all Upper Suabia. 

A violent infurreétion has bruken ont in the Helve- 
tic Canton of Sentis, which has been excited by Aultria 
and the priefts. A large body of troops has marched

Headquarters, March 21. 

The decree declaring war againft the Emperor hay- 
ing been known here selena our vanguard,command- 
ed by General Lefevre, marched againft the enemy, 
and forced him to fall back about a league. We pro- 
pofed to renew the attack to-day, but he anticipated us, 
for having been informed by a deferter of our word of 
ordet, he fell upon our advanced pofts about two o’- 
clock in the morning, and furprized the advanced 
guard, which fuffered the more confiderably, both from 
a heavy fog, and the fuperior numbers of the affailants. 

As foon as the Commander in Chief received infor- 
mation of the attack, he repaired to the fcene of ac- 
tion, and contributed very much by his prefence and 
example to animate the courage of the troops, and to 
check the progrefs of the enemy., We took 100 pri- 
foners. ‘The action was very obftjnate, and feveral of 
our men were wounded. ‘The General, had one of his 
aid-de-camps killed near him, and his own horfe was 
wounded in the neck by a cannon-ball. General Le- 
fevre has received’ a wound in the wrift, which is not 
confidered dangerons. 

LUCERNE, MARCH 18, 

The French have gained new advantages in the 
country of the Grifons, on the frontiers of the Tyiol.

© I have the honour to inform you, that the Auftri- 
ans have not been more fuccefsful in the valley of En- 
gadin than in that of the Rhine. According to the 
difpatches which I have received, on the 23d of Ven- 
vole (March 13) 3600 Auftrians were taken prifoners 
in this valley of the Grifons, from different regiments, 
among whom are a Lieutenant Colonel, 2 Majors, and 
50 other officers. General Laudohn has efcaped by 
the mountains, and is purfued. Two pieces of cannon, 
with a quantity of provifions and ammunition, were 
likewife taken, 

“ The known refult of the aftions in the Grifons is, 
on the part of the Auftrians, a lofs af 10,000 men, in 
killed, wounded, and. prifoners, with their magazines, 
provifion, and ammunition. We have already taken 
36 pieces of cannon,’and more than 20 ftandards, a 
part of which belonged to the Grifon troops. I ha- 
ften, Citizens Diregtors, to communicate to you this 
intelligence, &c. MASSENA.””

FROM THE HAMBURGH MAIL, 

The Hamburgh mail of the 2d inftant arrived this 
morning, and brings the following account of viétories 
and advantages gained by the Auftrians over the Re- 
publican armies in Suabia, Voralberg, and the Tyrol. 

A letter from the Upper Rhine of the 26th ult. 
ftates, that on the morning of the 2oth, a French Ad- 
jutant arrived at the camp of Major-General Prince 
Schwarzenberg, who commanded a brigade of the van 
of the Imperialilts, to enquire if the Prince was poflef- 
fed of the declaration of war made by the Cabinet of 
Vienna, and being anfw in the negative, gave no- 
tice, in the name of the Directory, that the arfniftice 
was at an end, and holtilities renewed. Immediately on 
his departure, General Jourdan commenced a general 
attack on the Prince’s brigade, and by the energy of 
his affault, occafioned a momencary diforder in the Im. 
peridl column, which confifted of Red-Mantles, Gra- 





difcans, the Huflars de Vefcy, and fome Hulans ; ‘the 


and. charged the enemy with fuch decifion, as put them 
to route, and made fome prifoners, Purfuing the ad- 
vantages, the !ted-Mantles followed the fugitives down 
the valley of Oitrach, and cut in pieces four fquadrons 
of the 8th regiment of French chaffeurs. . 

(The morning following, the Archduke Charles, with 
the left wing of his army, attacked the. Republicans 
near Ablach, in the diftrict of Krawcheniweis, between 
Scheer and Pfulendorff; the fight commenced at ten 
o’clock, and was maintained with great obftinacy til! 
four, when the French were routed at all points, Jour- 
dan had a horfe killed under him; General Lefevie 
Joft'an arm ; and General Molitor was’ killed, with up- 
wards of 300 of the Republicans. Jourdan, in con- 
fequence of this defeat, on the 23d, removed his head- 
quarters from Pfulendorff to Engen, fix leagues from 
Schaff haufen, and was endeavouring to form a junction 
with Maffena in Switzerland. The Archduke, who 
had advanced his head-quarters to Pfullendorff, tollow- 
ed by forced marches, and, if fome Auitrians from 
Moerfburgh did arrive in fufficient time, the retreat of 
the enemy would be cut off. 

A confiderable number of French troops were made 
prifoners in the aétions of the 20th and 2ait; but it 
does not appear that the armics in Suabia were engaged 
on the 22d. 

The column of the French army under General Van- 
damme, which was at Tubingen, on the 22d, in con- 
fequence of the action of the 21fty fuddenly abandoned 
that town and Gammarding; and the troops {tationed 
at Freudenftadt, and who were, in conjundtion with 
the’ peafantry of the country, labouring to conftrug 
works to conneét the town with the pals of Kniebis, 
which commands that of Oppenau and the route to Kehl, 
had likewife been withdrawn as well as the corps in 
its environs. ” 

From the following letters fome further information 
may be collected on the fubject : 

FRANKFORT, MARCH 26, 

On the 2oth and 2ift, engagements were fought near 
Saulgau, and in the neighbourhood of Pfullendorff, be- 
tween the advanced troops of the Imperial and Repu- 
blican armies, which terminated to the advantage of the 
former, In the affair of the 211ft, near Prallendorff, 
the two Commanders in Chief were perfonally engaged, 
and the conteft, which,was moft fanguinary, laited up- 
wards of fix hours. In the event Jourdan fell back near 
fix leagues towards Switzerland. 

ULM, MARCH 23. 

On the 22d thé head-quarters of the Archduke 
Charles were advanced to Pfullendorff, to which place 
the magazines from hence, Gunzburg, and Memmen- 
gen, are this day ordered to be removed. 

Yelterday soo wounded Auftrians, and 200 French 
prifoners, arrived at Buchai. Quarters are provided at 
Biberach for 1800 of the latter. At Klofter, Marethai 
and Ochfeohaufen, Auitrian military hofpitals are haltily 
conftructed.

The Vienna Court Gazette of the 23d ult. contains 
the following Official Bulletin : 

© According to the accounts of the 15th of March, 
General Laudoho then occupied the poft near Bormio, 
by which the communication was kept up with the Val- 
Jey of Engadin. The brave militia in ‘Tyrol is every 
where in motion, fhews the beft difpofition, and fup- 
ports every where the Imperial Royal army, fo gallant- 
ly fighting for their country. 

** On the 16th, according to later accounts, Gen. 
Laudohn was attacked on the faid poft of Bormio, and 
though the attack was feveral. times beat off, and always 
renewed with more violence, yet the French could not 
carry that poft on that day; but, when they advanced 
again on the 17th, with fuperior numbers, they fucceed- 
ed in repulfing our people from it. The furce of the 
French who penetrated into the valley of Engadin is 
eftimated at two whole divifions. This circumftance

This attack cau- 
fed the enemy’s attempting to break through in great 
force near Martinfbruck, and, fupported by fome armed 
Engadins, they wanted to turn General Knefovichi, 
who commanded the defile of Novellattieg. 

** The peculiar bravery of the Imperial Royal troops, 
and the defenders of the Tyrol, who haftened to the {pot, 
animated with the fame courage, fruftrated the plan of 
the enemy. The enemy on the 17th, at half pait five 
in the morning, attacked General Count Alcaini, in his 
pofition at Martinfbruck, with impetuofity, and fuperior 
number, from all fides, and repeated their attacks till 
eleven o’clock with the utmoft obftinacy ; bur they were 
every where repulfed with great lofs, and one Captain, 
two Lieutenants, and eighteen privates, made prifoners. 
The enemy alfo detached a column of 600 men, at the
